J. B. Hill of American Transport Passed
Away at Brest

New York, Aug. 6. The transport
Finland arrived to-da-y from Brest with
108 officers and 3,475 troops, including
the second ammunition train, fourth ma-

chine gun battalion, 34Cth service battal-
ion, second engineers and third corps
headquarters troop.

Captain J. B. Hill of Philadelphia,
commander, of the Finland, died while
his ship was at Brest and his body was
brought here in a steel casket. He leaves
a widow. Captain Hill was one of the
old commanders of the Red Star line and
International Mercantile Marine, having
been skipper at various times of six
ocean liners.

MONUMENTAL MARBLE

SALES SHOW INCREASE

V. S. Geological Survey Report Eeveal

That Vermont la Still Far at the

Head of the States in Pro-

duction of Marble.
t

An increaselin the quantity and value
of marble sold for monumental ork wa
a notable feature of the marble industry
in 1918, according to flgurei compiled
under the direction of G. F.. Lougnlin,
United tStates geological survey, depart-
ment of the interior, from reports of

producers. The sales of marble of thia
class, including both rough and' dressed
atone, amounted to 713.012 cubic feet,
valued at $2,047,288, an increase of 23,-3S- 4

cubic feet (4 per cent) in quantity
and of $.Vi9,'i7I (23 per cent) in value.
The average price per ton in 1018 wag
$4.13, which was 63 cents more than in
1017.

Ordinarily the building marble gold
amounts to more than twice as much as
the monumental marble, but in 1018 the
building marble amounted to only about
one-fourt- more. The output of building
marble, including rough and dreBsed
stone, was 880,097 cubic feet, valued at
$2,252,262, a decrease of 600,606 cubic
feet (40 per cent) in quantity and of
$1,450,301 (39 per rent) in value from the
output in 1017. The average price per
ton in 1918 was $2.58,

Theinarble sold for other uses than as
building and monumental stone in 1918
amounted to 160,432 short tons, valued
at $206,830, an increase of"35 per cent in
quantity and 29 per cent in value. This
marble, whiejv represents about 65 per
cent of the Total marble output, was
waste stone for furnace flux, paper mills,
riprap and road metal; crushed stone for
tcrrazzo, stucco and poultry grit; and
pulverized stone ("marble flour") for
agricultural use, for use as filler (mainly
in putty paint, soap and rubber), and
for use at chemical works. The price
per ton for this stone ranged from 60
cents to $14 a short ton. The total
marble output in 1018 is tabulated below.

These figures represent a decrease of

1.4 per cent in quantity and of 13.2 per
cent in value. The large increase, in

quantity of the stone of lower grade
and its "smaller increase in value reversed
the conditions which were expected in
1018 in this industry that is", a large
decrease in quantity but a smaller de-

crease in value. ,

The number of operations in 1918 wa
64, which was five less than in 1917. All

operators reported adverse conditions due
to the increased cost of operation.
